ter—these are merely annoying. 
But these same discourteous im- 
pulses, released when we are dir- 
ecting the destructive power of a 
motor, are imperilling to life and 
limb.

every phase of modern, commercial, 
political, and financial change, and 
suggested change, these two ‘papers 
became quickly recognised as among 
the best-informed mediums of pub- 
lic knowledge.

The first film venture of the new- 
ly-formed group was ready for gen- 
eral release in the theatres of the 
world in 1935.

Always to be on the spot ready

. and other scheduled events, These 
things are news indeed, but they 
are seldom as exciting or significant 
as uews that breaks unheralded. 
There is no way of knowing whena 
dictator or a king will be assassinat- 
ed, when an international incident 
. will precipitate a war, when an in- 
dustrial dispute will burst into flame 
‘or a new party attempt a coup d’etat. 
It is the business of the news editor 
to anticipate such stories when pos- 
-sible, to be able to dig up- back-

EVEN the private life of animals 
has come to a sad end in Germany. 
Now the animals, too, are being 
placed under the supervision of the 
state and segregated according to 
their usefulness. The mobilisation 
* of dogs, done against the will of 
their owners, for military service, 
‘was only the first step in this pro- 
cess; A few weeks ago the 
Hamburger Fremdenblatt suggest- 


ed editorially that only such animals | 


should be allowed to exist in Ger- 
many as can assist man in his labour, 
and who are able to earn their 
keep. For example, an elephant 
could ‘substitute for a tractor and 
was thus entitled to be fed. Down 
with the antelopes, swans, flamin-~ 
goes, pretty squirrels! They are only 
useless. consumers of food. 

But not only the useless animals 
but also useless plants are no longer 
in favour in Germany.

teurs were warned by the govern-

Even in the smallest gardens where 
violets used to bloom, radishes are 
now. to be found. And in many 
. localities uninvited hordes of the 
Hitler Youth appeared in order to 
“purge” the small gardens of their 
“useless” inhabitants—the . forget~

In Detail 


It is noteworthy that this very plan 
wis prepared in detall as early as 
1034, perhaps cyen earlier, Hitler 
himself described It to me, move by 
move, us set downin my book “Hitler 
Spenks". The action was then plan- 
ned, In the first Instance for use 
ngainst Sweden, even to the over- 
throw of a government opposed to 
Hitler and its replacement by one 
{rlendly to him which would im- 
medintely conclude an alliance. 


These are the — ever-recurring 
characteristics of Hitler's line of 
thought. It.is as if his neurotic im- 
pulses drive him. to a constant re- 
petition of the same pattern: camous 
fiave, surprise, a lightning attack, 
bribery of revolutionary elements in 
the enemy country. 


. This Intter Is one, of the principal 
weapons In Hitler's strategy 9 and 
politics. The most important lesson 
te be drawn from the German in- 
yasion of Norway ts that this “broad- 
ened strategy” of Hitler's, which he 
had developed even before seizing 
power inside Germany, is to-day, as 
ever, the pivot of his fdeas. 


The appalling degree of open 
treason nnd defeatism revealed In the 
free, cultured natlon of Norway 1s 
proof of the intenslve undermining 
work of destruction which Nazi 
ngents had carried out. 


One may: be certain thnt Hitler 
reckoned on complete passive capitu- 


‘ation and that he was misted in as- 


.sessing the degree of disintegration 
achieved before the attack. 


This was for Hitler adefeut almost 
more Important than the loss of half 
his’ ficet. It was a characteristic 
error und one which, I believe, gives 
an opening for future counter action 
of o nature which T will not deal 
with here. : 


Hitler’s Blunder 


That Hitler has blundered In the 
case of Norway makes things more 
diMcult for him—but St does destroy 
his, general plan of action. 

The outiines: of this plan were 
communicated to me some-years ngo- 

'To understand it, itis necessary to 
renlise that’ Hitler’s methods. are 
never those of simply military man- 
oeuvre but extremely complicated 
undertakings in whieh conspiracy, 
politics, economics and - military 
strategy are all interwoven. . His 
moves are always designed to further 
hia interests .simultancoualy in “a 
number of widely ‘different fields. -

ture.) But it is just this “‘ncting out 
of all reason,” — thir principle “The

The present condition of the war Is 
a struggle for position before the 
finn) spurt. The territorics concerned 
ure of great strategic and economic 
innportance, some nre vital key posi- 
“tions. Hitler wants: Norway and 
Sweden for the fron ore and 
bases from which to attack Britain; 
Holland Belgium, for bases against 
Britain and to cut off France; South 
East Europe, where un aitempt ata 
division of the Balkans appears Im- 
minent, and—most important of all 
—the Mediterranean, to sever 
France’. maritime connections to her 
colonies. 


Action Started 


started in one of these 
nrens; soon begin in others— 
no one enn soy in what order. 


Hitler will again attempt to win 
Russin und Italy to his side. What 
vluded him at the Brenner—a long 
term — alliance-—may possibly be 
achieved In the form of realistic co- 
operation at the opportune moment. 
One must recognise that Hitler may 
engage ino an enterprise—militarily 
rash—desizned — to nehieve results 
which would compel other Powers 
to join him.

But Hitler can for the moment dis- 
pense with territorial gains in South 
East Europe. He can Ieave them to 
other Powers, Hungary, Italy, Russia

cun be satisfled with economic gains. 
He knows that, if he were once to 
achieve victory over the ‘Allies, Ger- 
muny would emerze victorious over 
Italy and Russia from any final 
struggle over the spoils. ” 


Italy’s Decision 


Hlaly's tinal decision cannot bo de- 
layed for many weeks, perhgps not 
for many days, It is very possible 
that her decision is to be “aided” by 
a sudden German push towards the 
Mediterranean. 

When, in 1933, a» President of 
Danzig, I first attended no League of 
Nations sitting, the Swiss public was 
disturbed by rumours of Q German 
plan to strike through Switzerland 
towards Geneva. On my return to 
Berlin ft told Hitler of these rumours. 
He laughed contemptuously and gave 
no explanation und ut no other time 
hus he made any remork to me con~ 
cerning Switzerland. 

Later, however, 1 discussed = the 
question with two. Gauleiter, them- 
selves not military experts but men 
jn the inner Nuzi counclls, 

They both described this plan to 
encircle France to the south. : 

The first move was to be towards 
the Rhone River. The offensive would 
then be carried—not over the, passes 
of the Jura into Central France, as 
has recently * been suggested—but 
down Rhone Valley itself to Mar- 
seilles—thus to cut off France from 
the Mediterranean. : 


Experts Must Decide 


1 have rensons to believe that this 
plan may to-day be more In the fore- 
ground of certain deliberations than 
was formerly the case. The experts 
must decide whether it is militarily 
possible. An advance of such magni- 
tude with unprotected right flank 
seems the height of madness. But 
whether it Is more foolhardy than the 
invasion of Norway -is not certain. 
Germany might possibly achieve her 
alm of involving Italy in a parallel 
action. 

One thing is certain. We may ex- 
pect further surprises in the coming 
weeks, In. what order “Hitler will 
carry out his plan depends upon the 
political situation’ and the degree of 
disunity which he has been able to 
achieve in each district. If he auc- 
ceeds, though-even only in part, Hit- 
ler will make his final attack on the 
West—perhaps after another “peace 
offensive.” : 

It Isa fantastic plan, and in spite 
of defeats in some directions, “9 
threatening one, ,with many’ uncer~ 
tain factors.

Others, on the contrary, presume 
that there exists In the totalitarian 
countries a spontaneous and sincere 
opinion whose manifestation and ex~ 
pression have the same value as in 
the free countries, 

Both of these ideas are falla~ 
cious. Spontaneous and sincere 
public opinion has actually continu- 
ed to exist in the totalitarian coun- 
tries, but it is*laterit and, os it were, 
subterranean. At the sume time, 
there is the openly expressed opin- 
Jon which is the factitious offspring 
of the regime. It is imposslble to 
understand what goes on in a 
totalitarian state without knowledge 
of both, since these factors will play 
a decisive part in the solution of the 
great crisis of the present, 

The latent and spontancous opine 
ion is the expression of the discon- 
tent of the majority in respect of the 
regime. Under all totalitarian sys. 
tems, without exception, the maj- 
ority is hostile to the regime which, 
for this reason, is compelled to sup- 
press the opposition fn‘ all its forms. 

Is’ this tendency, therefore, with- 
out any kind of importance? Peopjo 
in the free countries are easily tempt- 
ed to draw this conclusion. But . this 
again is a mistake, and a very serlous 
one. This latent and subterranean 
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—the biggest test of all—look in your mirror afterwards if 
you want a real surprise.

In free countries, where ‘the right 
of opposition is respected, the gov- 
ernment disposes of certain feclers, 
even In wartime, which give it the 
exact measure of popular discontent— 
press,. parliament, party demonstra- 
tions ete. 

In the totalitarian countries, these 
feclers have been amputated. The 


sole means avallable to the govern- 
ment for Information on public opin~ 
fon consists in the’ reports submit- 
ted by the police.. But such reports 
cannot suffice. ‘The government, in 
the nbsence of any reHable Index of 
public opinion, ends -by- imagining 
that the opposition is greater than it 
Js in reality, and St Ilves in the ter- 
ror of a latent force which it .sces 
everywhere and nowhere. A_ great 
muny of the blunders committed and 
to be committed by the dictators are 
born of thelr fear of this hidden dis- 
content. 

Alongside with this spontancouis and 
Jutent opinion in the totalitarian coun- 
tries, there is what [s known as official 
public opinion organised by the gov- 
ernment—that opinion which ac- 
claims ond applauds the faction in 
powcr on all occasions. The former 
Js invisible by the force of things, 
the latter is here, there and every- 
where, since it has the monopoly of 
all medns of expression,’ wireless, 
press, cinema, pageantry und mect- 
ings. Forelgn observers who aro 
ill-informed on the subject nre.some- 
Umes misled into forming a hasty 
judgment: they take it for the actual 
and sincere opinion of the country. 


But, in fact, it is not the opinion of | 


the people, but the opinion which 
the government wishes, 

Thus itis that all totalitarian gov~ 
ernments have created artificial cure 
rents of nationalist, imperialist and 
bellicose opinion. At present, they 
themselves-are.caught: In the toils of 
what they have organised. They can- 


not.undo what they have done from |- 


one doy to another. The present war 
Is born of this contradiction. There 
can be no doubt as to the fact that 
Hitler plunged into his Polish ad- 
venture, in the conviction that France 
and Great Britain: would Icave him 
“When ho realised that 
the invasion of Poland ‘would involve 
him in war with tho two great de~ 
mocracies, ‘ho.had burnt his boats.

Te fog of war still hangs 
heavily over the cam- 
paign in Norway, and: at the 

moment of writing, the un- 

official reports of Allied suc- 
cesses and perils remain un- 
confirmed. 

It is prudent to assume that If Brit- 
ish and French troops are collabor— 
ating with the Norwegtan forces 
which nre resisting the German ad- 
vance northwards from Oslo, such 


troops are few in number and are 
essentlaly advance guards, speclal- 


ist units, and particularly staff and 


Nalson officers. 


We do not know anything about 
the size and composition of the Al- 
lied expeditionary force in Norway, 
and the only certain fact about its 
position is that units have disem- 
burked at Namsos, a port about 80 
miles north of ‘Trondhclm, and at 
Aaldenens, which Is on the Romsdnl 
Fjord, south of Trondhelm. 


The Romsdal Fjord is the Atlantic 
end of one of the old histerle routes 
from the West coast of Norway 
across the central ‘massif' down to 
the lowlands of the Oslo area. 


As regards the enemy forces, we 
know thut there is a small force 
isolated at Narvik, hundreds of miles 
away from the main theatre of war. 
These can be mopped up or driven 
over into Sweden at our leisure, 

There are three other groups of 
Germans ut Trondheim, Bergeon and 
Stavanger respectively. Nothing is 
known as to thelr exact size, but 


thelr communications have been Iit- 
erally “in the air” since the day they 
emerged from thelr — comouflaged 
transports, und Jt is unlikely that 
these detachments number more 
than from 5,000 to 10,000 men, chiefly 
armed with uutomatic weapons, and 
having no heavy artillery. 

These forces are surrounded by a 
hostile poputation and are dependent

-The Hne of communication, even 
if established, can be attacked by 
the Allles far in the rear, owing to 
the fact that sea-powér can pene- 
trate a long distance into Norway up 
the Fjords. 

Troops can be landed at the head 
(for example) of a fjord south of 
Bergen, ahd they are only a few 
miles from a point on the Bergen- 
Oslo linc which is 66 miles from 
Bergen! 

It fs evident that the German com- 
mander in Bergen cannot possibly 
spare the men required to throw. 
out a defensive semi-circle, radius 
66 miles from Bergen, If you draw

A. A. Gun Defence 


[8 a recent French oMfcin! communi- 
que it was stated that a German 
plane ‘had been brought down by an- 
ti-aireraft artillery. This ls some- 
what rare, if the truth be told, 

It is often said that A.A. gunfire 
has caused enemy planes to turn 
back. But nobody knows whether 
this was indeed the fact, for It is 
always possible that n plane, said to 
have been forced to retreat, has 
merely turned homewnrds because ft 
has done what it set out to do, name- 
ly to provoke the gunfire of the 
“archies.” 

Tt might perhaps be better not to 
mention the’ work of a barrage 


which hax not succeeded in bring- 


ing down a plane. 

The task of the A.A. artillery is 
not an eusy one. Now, more than 
ever before, the main result of its fire 
may be to wound the man-in-the- 
street who js curious enough to wish 
to observe the effects, 

In 1914, there was un endeavour 
to upply the rules of ground-shoot- 
ing to A.A. gunfire; in other words, 
to rectify the alm according to ob- 
servation. But the third dimension 
bad its word'to suy. It soon became 
necessary to uccept the evidence of 
facts and to give up the attempt of 
regulating the fire. The first salve 
had to be effective. Fur two reasons, 
First, it was difficult to correct the 
aim, secondly, a plane once wurned 
con put up a good defence. 

A.A. gunfire ts bused on the sound 
ussumption that a plane, once slght- 
ed, will continue to fly in u straight 
line and will not change its altitude. 
This will apply just so long as the 
enemy plane does not expect an at- 
tack. This is a vital point which Im- 
plies, for him, ignorance of the posi- 
tion of the A.A, batterics, For the 
latter, it is essential that they con- 


_|-ceal or move their position, parti- 


cularly if it has previously been re- 
vented by repeated fire. « 
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While the enemy machine files in 
a straight line at constant altitude, 
ranging instruments in the A.A. bat- 
teries determine its height and speed. 
‘There remains only the important 
factor of the time elapsing between 
the command “Fire” and the actual 
explusion of the shell. .

F the “New York Times” is correct in interpreting Mr. 
Gandhi as having decided on virtual renunciation of 
the civil disobedience campaign, the development is just 
as important in an encouraging sense as is the aban- 
donment of Andalsnes in the reverse order. 

It cannot be emphasised too strongly or too often 
that the political crisis in India must be regarded as a 
field in which Britain has to win a victory just as much 
as in Scandinavia, though by other means. 

In Scandinavia, things are not going too well, at the 
moment. The advantages which accrued to German 
treachery were exploited to the full against hastily-con- 
trived opposition and the end of the first phase leaves 
, the Nazis in possession of southern Norway, with only 
" guerillas and ‘the air campaign disputing freedom of 
action. 

The Prime Minister has, however, given the assurance 
that Norway’s relief will not be regarded:as a sideshow 
and that the fight, to make secure and permanent quali- 
ties of our civilisation which we regard as sacred,-will go 
on. 

While we are doing this for ourselves and for others, 
however, we are called upon to apply our principles with- 
in India itself'in a spirit of generosity and confidence. 
Something more active, more positive is necessary than 
any contribution yet made by any of the parties con- 
“cerned. 

There is, however, ground for rising hope. Support- 
ing the New York indication that Congress has not finally 


‘closed the door by embarking on civil disobedience comes 


an invitation by the British Government, welcoming any 
plans for the setting up of a small committee in which 
representatives of public opinion could discuss various 
points of view. 

Significance of the official announcement, which add- 


- ed that any plans for such a committee must obviously 
. come from the parties directly concerned, lies in the fact 
that Mr. Wedgwood Benn made this suggestion some: 


weeks ago, that the National Liberal Federation and the 
Congress Nationalist Party in the Central Assembly have 
already accepted it, and that, therefore, it may be in- 
ferred that there-+have been intimations of even more sub- 
stantial support for the idea in India. 

It has often been pointed out that there can be no 
new Constitution without the details, innumerable and 
all-important, being worked on by a small body or small 
bodies of informed statesmen and experts. Even if Mr. 
Gandhi got his Constituent Assembly there would have to 
be these small bodies and their work would be difficult, 
painstaking and very long.

HOW TO PAY FOR THE WAR 


© one knows how long the war 
will last. Nor how destructive 

—of lives, ships, ports, ralls, roads, 
houses, factories, social organisation 
—it will become. Nor what new 
Allles, or new -Enemics, we shall 
acquire before the end. Nor what 
changes in the mind or mood of the 
British people a lengthening war will 
bring; and, hence, what acts of pollcy 
will be tolerated, or sharply demand- 
ed, from a Brittsh Government. 

Since there are so many unknown 
{actors jn the case, the question 
“How to pay for the war?” can 
only be answered in general terms. 
Details must depend on the length, 
intensity and range of the war. But 
l-offer the following series of pro- 
positions which, I think, will help 
us to frame the right sort of answer. 

The question “How to pay for the 
war?” has two meanings; how’ pay 
for it while it Is golng on, or how pay 
for it after it is over? At present, 
the first of these two is the more im- 
portant, and-I shall, therefore, be- 
gin with this, But I shall say a word, 
before J finish, on the second, too. 

While the war Is going on, it must 
be paid for by the Government 
diverting to its own use a large and 
ever-increasing proportion of the 
national income, The longer the war 
lasts, ond: the more intense it be- 
comes, the higher this proportion will 
rise. It is likely to reach 50 per cent. 
at no very distant date. 

This diversion has two uspects, a 


diversion of money and 4 diversion’ 


of guods and services. Under the 
first aspect we can consider problems 
‘of tuxution, Ionns “(free or forced) 
ard Jnflation. Under the second as- 
peet we can consider, among others, 
problems of consumption, including 
rationing, of capital construction of 
alt kinds, and of the best usc of our 
mun (and woman) powcr, 

As far as possible, the war should 
be paid for by taxation. In practice, 
however, a good dcal of borrowing 
is ulso necessary. (A small part of 
the cost of the war can be pald for 
by selling gold ond foreign assets, 
and by ralsing credits abroad.) In- 
flation in the form cither of an un- 
controlled rise-in ’the general price 
level or of a substantial, though con- 
trolled, rise in the prices of neces- 
‘saries, should be prevented. 

It is not possible for the rich to 
pay the whole cost of'the war, There 
are not cnough of them, and they 
ure not rich enough.. Also they con- 
sume too Ittle of the necessaries, 
us distinct from the luxuries, of life, 
to enablo the required reduction in 
the total consumption of necessaries 
to be brought about by. taxing: the 
rich alone." - 

But the rich: can, and should, pay 
substantially. higher taxation than: 
now. I'am tired of hearing osser- 
tlons to the contrary: Even ‘to-day 
a married man with two children, 
otit of an income ‘of °210,000 a year, 
has. £4,700 left: after: spaying: income 
tax ond strtax. And out of an in- 
come of :£40,000 he hos. more than 
£10,000! Rates. of income tax, sur- 
tax ‘and death: duties should all’ go 
Up’ bigher;’ tax: dodging should 


drastically dealt with, and the 
excess profits tax should be streng- 
thened.

Only, thus can the jim- 
mense diversions needed for war 
finunce be accomplished, Nothing 
more, however, should be taken 
from those who are already living 
at, or below, the minimum 
standards of health and physical 
efficiency. 

Rationing of necessaries should be 
further extended, ‘and the prices of 
such necessaries kept down, if need 
be, by Trensury subsidy. Rationing, 
with the maintenance of sufficient 
reserves, combines justice with pru- 
dence. 

Louns should be raised at a cheap , 
rate—our propaganda has already 
had some effect here--and, in my 
opinion, should continue to be ralsed 
voluntarily, An annual capital -tax, 
as ‘proposed by the Labour Party In 
Parliament, would reduce the amount 
ot borrowing required. 

Forced loans, as proposed by Mr. 
Keynes, with a special assessment on 
euch Individual, seem to me, to com- 
bine tho defects, without the advan- 
toges, of taxes and free loans, and 
to be open to a number of other ob- 
jections. I prefer drastic taxatlon, 
to whatever the amount required, to 
“supplement {ree loans and avold in- 
flation. . 

And there is another way to help 
to pay the war—to 
unemployed. What monumental in- 
competence, what lack of planning, 
lies behind that figure, still over a: 
millon after seven months of war, of 
men and women willing but not per~ 
mitted to ald the natlonal war effort! 

Finally, I turn to the second mean- 
ing of the question “How to pay for 
the war?" How to pay for it after 
it is over? This is a very big ques- 
tion. Here I can only touch the edge 
of it, the flnanclal and economic edge. ° 

No huge war debt must be left be- 
hind this time, overhanging the fu- 
ture, distorting the distributlon :of 
wealth, delaying social advance, Thiy 
time there must be a general clean- 
up, by means of a‘caplital levy on a 
big scale. - 

+ The plan for this should be rceudy 
for immediate application when the 
war ends. Tho plan wo made last 
.time—it was not my fault that it was

AFTER thirty-three. months of un- 

even contest, without a real ally 
In the world, China stubbornly fights 
on, refusing to admit defeat. 

Those months have seen other men 
and other nations, once thought to be 
mndo of far sterner stuff than tho 
amtable Chinesc disappcar {fom 
the map. Proud Austrin gave up its 
Independence at a wave of Hitler's 
sword, and Albanin succumbed to a 
squadron of Il Duce's airmen. The 
Spanish Republic went down at lost 
before the Italo-German guns of 
Franco. Czecho-slovakia, credited 
with one of Europo’s best armies, an 
impregnable defence ‘line, splendid 
arsennis, and a well-organised people, 
lost {ts birthright by an umbrella at 
Muntch, and in the end did not strike 
a blow for its freedom, And Poland, 
formerly considered oa military pow- 
er of some consequence, became an- 
other historical memory within a 
month after Nazi-Soviet invasion. 
Even Finland, after making her 
valiant stand, was forced {to suc- 
cumb. 

But here js China—rngged, back- 
ward, miserably armed, the China 
which was “not ao state but only a 
Ecographical expression” according 
to Tokyo, the China which experts 
predicted could not Iast six months 
against the mechanised forces of 
Japan—still taking {t, nearly three 
yeurs later! The Dragon has gone 
down for the count several times 
since 1937, but always hag painfully 
got to his feet and come back for 
more. And cach licking of his 
wounds Ieaves him feellng more cer~- 
tain that the Nips just haven't got

TO THE LAST TOOTH 

How much longer can China keep 
it up? Is she nearing the end? Is 
the undeclared war about to enter a 
stage of undeclared peace? . 

A dozen years of clvil strife mere- 
ly served as a dress rehearsal to con- 
ditlon many for present hardships, 
which, except among some wealthy 
and high officials, arc’ taken as rou- 
tine. 

Once I was a passenger for a weird 
fortnight on the back of an army 
truck loaded beyond capacity, as us~ 
ual, with freight and humanity, Many 
n Chinese who formerly travelled 
only in private compartments is now 
glad to anchor himself to anything 
propelled by a combustion engine, 
when the alternative Is muleback or 
foot. On my truck was the de- 
mure lily-footed wife of a guerrilla 
gencral.’ Day after day she clung to 
nu mountaln of cargo, amidst soldiers 
and students, Ike a queen bee lost 
in a tornado. A hundred times she 
puinfully scaled down the side of the 
truck on her bound feet, when the 
driver negotlated a bad stretch, or 
we had to scatter for an alr raid. At 
night her bed was a couple of boards 
or the floor of a lousy inn. Yet she 
never once complained. She. gave 
the impression of having been-bounc~

For every truck there are at least- 
five imperative official claims for 
transport—munitions, troops, medical 
supplies and wounded, government- 
{rude-monopolies shipments, and in- 
dustrial demands. After these the 
list ig endless. Last of all come the 
needs of civilian passengers, Seats In 
the few real commercial buses. are 
sold aut days in advance, while the 
private car virtually docs not exist. 
TRANSPORT PROBLEMS 

China needs ten times more trucks 
operating on ten times more roads, 
but cannot import gasoline fast 
enough to turn the motors she has. 
Close to the southern border it Is 
sometimes possible, without conven- 
ing a plenary session of the Kuomin- 
tang and the army, to buy gasoline 
for ten‘or twelve Chinese dollars a 
gullon. Far up In the interlor, where 
fucl is. more precious than life, you 
cannot get it for anything less than 
4 government mundate, and often 
not for that. oe 

Supplementing Inadequate mototi- 
sation are thousands of mule carts, 
running on old American automobile 
wheels and used tires.. Even a mule 
car costs $1100 Chinese—$1000 for 
the pair of tires and the wheels, and 
$100: for the body.. But it is cheap 
compared with the $18,000 for a two- 
ton truck at Chungking. Horses and 
mules are insuMfcient, however, 
many having been appropriated by 
the milltary, and an army of rick- 
shas has been mobilised. I have 
seen long caravans of them, each 
man pulling an elghth of a ton of 
cotton, on a 500-mile trip. Still 
slower are the thousands of camels, 
donkeys and human burden bearers 
whose calloused bucks carry an in- 
credible amount of freight ‘of all 
kinds. eo 

In the face of transport difficulties 
alone, {tis less remarkable that there 
Is such Industrial weakness in inde- 
pendent China than that there Is any 
industry at all. 

The basic inadequacy is stecl. In 
provintes now under Chungking’s 
control, no high-test steel is produc- 
ed, not even structural or- machine 
steel of good quality, There is very 
little steel scrap in the southwest, 
adjacent to foreign sources, ond in 
Szechwan, the centre of Chinu’s now 
Industriutisation, it .can scarcely be 
bought at all, Lack of it is one rea~ 
son why Chungking’s largest electric 
blast furnuce, with 100-ton capacity, 
is not yet producing. ‘Local pig-iron ' 
output is only slightly more than 100 
tons a day. Chungking's only good 
stcel is at present produccd by an 
electric blast furnace with a daily 
output of four tons. 

Other small furnaces scattered in 
the west produced less thon six 
tons per doy in 1939, so that China's 
total datly production of steel, which 
could normally be considered sult- 
able for munitions, was probably not 
much more thas 10 tons, Compare 
this with the 300-ton capacity of 
China’s Lung Yin plant, which tho 
Jopanese selzed,.ncar Pelping. For: 
a larger headache, compare: it with 
Japan's own. steel production—more 
than 15,000 tons dally. 

An: American-born Chinese engine 
eer {s building o° sponge-iron plant 
in Szechwan, which should-soon be 
producing. It would provide ‘China 
with her cheapest -and most reliable 
source of good steel, but its capacity 
is small. Once it is completed, how- 
ever, the government ‘will duplicate 
it in many other small works, spread 
over the country ‘to avoid offering 
obvious: bombing. targets.

Credit for what transfer of indus- 
try did occur belongs mainly to Weng 
Wen-hao, world-famous geologist, 
who alone seemed to have the fore- 
sight, integrity and determination to 
demand that heroic efforts be made 
to push the stuff inland -before it 
was too Jate, One of the living forces 
in a government still cluttered 
with useless timber, Doctor Weng, 
now Minister of Economy, has 
achieved minor miracles, considering 


the obstacles in his path. By his) 


persistence he has’ won more battles 
thon most gencrals. 

But with all Weng’s energy he was 
able to get only 354 private factories 
moved to the interior, Quite small 

lants by western measurement, thelr 
total of 63,000 tons of machinery 
could be lost in a great American 
steel plant. They included machine 
shops, electrical-goods and chemical 
factories, and the majority were mls- 
cellancous I!ght industries, Many are 
waiting for new power plants to bo 
completed; only about 200 were 
actually in production carly in 1940, 
and about half of those were In one 
province—Szechwan. 

The remaining Industry, with: the 
exception of Chincse Industrial Co- 
operatives, Is lurgely monopoliscd by 
the government, not so much out of 
choice ns because wealthy Chinese, 
despite huge profits to be made, are 
only beginning to be lured inland. 
The government directly owns newly 
built lead, zinc, tin-smelting, ma- 
chine manufacturing, radlo-supplics, 
electrical-goods, alcohol, and crack- 
ing plants. It owns, jointly with the 
bankers and -private capital, a paper 
mill, a caustic-soda works, and o few 
odds and ends. They are unassum- 
ing ventures, the largest and most 
important being the government 
cracking plant, with a capacity of 
3000 gallons of gusoline and fuel ofl 
per day—made from vegetables. 

Quite separate in administration 
ahd personal from any of those efforts 
are the co-operative industries, which 
huve attracted much attention abroad, 
Right after the Shanghol war. New 
Zenlander nomed Rewi Alley and 
two Americans worked out a plan 
which they called the Chinese In- 
dustrial Co-operatives. They argued 
that It was pointless to attempt to 
feed nonproducing refugees fora few 
months, after which they would 
starve or be used og slave Inbour or 
rice soldiers by the Japanese, They 
advocated “productive relief? by 
mobilising China’s refugees and un- 
employed to start thousands of small 
“semimobile” co-operative industrics, 
located in the hinterland close to un- 
exploited raw materials, using 
salvaged tools and machinery to be~ 
gin with. Financed by relief funds 
and government loans, and assisted 
by a staff of organisers and_ techni- 
clans, the refugees could buy over 
thelr own plants while learning how 
to operate them democratically. 

Probably the “Indusco plan,” as it 
is now calied, would have been in- 
terred along with other amateur ad- 
vice, had it not been ardently, spon- 
sored by the dynamic British’ ambas- 
sador, Sir Archibald Clark Kerr, 
First principle of most carcer diplo- 
mats is actively te avoid  uctlon; 
Clark Kerr succeeds by breaking the 
tradition at Ienst once a day. He 
broke it, for example, when he per- 
sonally presented the Indusco scheme 
to Generalissimo and Mme. Chiong 
XKal-shek, and Dr. H. H. Kung. They 
agrecd to try it out. Clark Kerr also’ 
secured the release of Rewl Alley by. 
the Shanghai Municipal Council — 
—where he was on contract os chicf 
of the scttlement's. industrial section 
—and sent him to the Gencralissimo. 
Chiang appointed him to carry out 
the plan. ‘ 

Alley proceeded to break'quito a 
few precedents himself. Organisation 
is the most difficult of all tasks Jn 
China; in wartime the handicaps 
seemed insuperable for a foreigner.

He 
knew written and spoken Chinese, 
and had wide technical knowledge as 
well as broad experience in China.

The fact is that Chinese military 
lenders divide decision Into parts, and 
in the mere denial of total victory to 
Japan seo for themselves a limited 
victory. “Originally,” Generalissimo 
Chinng told me, “the Japanese ex- 
pected to conquer China and beat us 
to our knees in three months, Japan's 
objective, the achlevement of quick 
victory, was frustrated long ago, and 
this in itself constitutes a partial vic- 
tory for us.” And he sces another 
phase of decision on. the moral front 
“Spiritually,” he sald to me, “Japan 
has already lost the war, and becauso 
of this cannot finally win militarily.” 
COMPARATIVE MAN POWER 
Life in Kuomintang China ts a bed 
of roses compared with lifo in Com- 
munist-controlted guerrilla districts. 
In the Jatter, “total mobillsation” has 
neurly been achieved, and through it 
one glimpses the still-unrealised pos- 
sibilities clsewhere. These people 
have been'at war for nearly thirteen 
years, the struggle against Japan be- 
ing still young in inemory compared 
with a decade of civil war which 
Preceded it. Here you really begin 
to appreciate Chinese capneily to “cat 
bitterness,” ns they say, and still g 
on fighting. ’ 
Numerical preponderance of Chin- 
ese troops over Japanese has been 
greatly overestimated. -China has 
perhaps 5,000,000 men and o few 
thousand women under military 
training -and organisation, But her 
main forces in actlve service are be~ 
lieved not to excecd 220 divisions, 
and a Chinese division stil) averages 
Jessy than 10,000 men. Probably the 
actual rifle power of the regular in- 
fantry in operations dots‘ not total 
more than 1,500,000, In addition, 
the combined guerrilla forces con- 
trolled by the Communists, while 
possibly organising at half a million, 
have a rifle strength not much ex- 
ceeding 20,000. Nearly every farm- 
er keeps a couple of grenades handy, 
howeve: 
Agains: that, the Japanese in China 
now Include about forty-five divi- 
sions, which at full strength are at 
Teast 900,000, Premier Yonal, in his 
February speech before the Diet, 
himself spoke of “our 1,000,000 troops 
in China,” and It is improbable that 
he- departed from the Japanese tra- 
dition of understatement in such 
matters. In any case, the Japanese 
are not even outnumbered two to one 
In the fleld; an inferlority far more 
than compensated, of course, by im- 
mensely superior tire power fn mach- 


ine guns, artillery, tanks and, air-. 


planes, 

China’s problem is to Increase her 
rife power to ut least 4,000,000, A 
simple matter, one might say, think- 
ing of the four hundred millions. But 
more than a third of that population 
is now {jn provinces penetrated by 
Japan, only a portion of which can 
be mobilised by - guerrillas, -- who 
Jack regular war bases and sources 
oP arms. Of able-bodied men avail- 
able, inilllons have been mobilised 
in transport, rond building, industry, 
niining, militia service, and in a great 
effort to increase agricultural pro- 
duction, Nevertheless, it should 
sll be possible to mobillse 4,000,000 
or even 10,000,000 men, But it is 
quite another matter to supply them 
for operations. Feeble industrial 
buses imply the strictest economy of 
materfal to maintain even the armies 
now in the field. 

China to-day has but three Impor- 
tant arsenals. The largest — the 
Twenty-first Arsenal, near Chung- 
king—has a monthly output of 200 
machine guns, 120,000 trench-mortar 
shells, and some millions of bullets, 
It can also make Light artillery and 
cust-iron alr bombs. The two other 
main arsenals have a low production 
in all categorics, while provincial ar- 
senals here and there make rifles, 
hand grenades, swords, pistols and 
other small arms. Combined output 
barely suffices to replnce present ex- 
Penditures on o vast but often inac- 
tive front. To equip still greater 
armies China must depend mainly on 
foreign imports until her own indus- 
tries are greatly strengthened. 

The most important credits China 
now hos for forelgn purchases are 
also with Moscow, which | granted 
Chungking a 750,000,000-rubie charge 
account last summer, It differs con- 
siderably from the $25,000,000 loan 
granted by Washington's Export-Im- 
Port Bank, a tit-for-tat arrangement 
to finance shipments of Chinese raw 
materials in payment for American 
goods, with little trace of Santa Claus 
about it. The same applies to the 
British eredit of £5,000,000, of which 
China haos.used but o fraction, due 
to the-diMcult terms. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that Chungking 
Prefers the casy-pay plan’ of Mos- 
cow, ‘ 

The physical Mmitations of traMc 
which can be accommodated over the 
historic Silk Road—now known aos 
the “Red Route’—are formidable, 
Some 30,000 camels and pack ani- 
mals are required to haul gasoline 
almost exclusively, in order to ser- 
vice the 2000 trucks bringing in sup- 
piles. A steady trickle of new guns 
comes in this way—I occasionally saw 
Nght fleld pieces on trucks we Pass- 
ed—bul much of the pay load is con- 
fined to alr bombs and servicing 
equipment for the Russlan air force. 

Although Chino has a small air 
Plane-assembly plant in Yunnan, run

pilots are responsible for most re- 
cent alr victories, About 150 Russian 
aviators are billeted near Chengtu, 
in Western Szechwan, where accom- 
modations ate prepared for a per- 
sonnel of 600. Another 150 planes 
are based nenr Lanchow, in Western 
Kansu. It in intended to maintain a 
utrength of about 250 plancs — 
enough to keep the Japanese well im- 
pressed with: Russlan “insincerity.” 

In addition to the air force, there. 
are-more than 100 Russlan army ad- 
visera Jn Chinn—more than the Ger- 
mans whom they replaced. Most of 
them .give purely technical advice 
and tactical instruction in various 
Chinese military schools, where thou— 
sands of new officers ore being train- 
ed, There are Russians with nearly 
every front army, but even the com- 
manding rencral of the delegation is 
sald to have nothing comparable to 
the influence on the Generallssimo 
which Von Valkenhausen formerly 
enjoyed. a : 

Chungking is less apprehensive of 
severe demands from Stalin than 
might be supposed. There it is 
fully understood thot a “fighting 
China” Is indispensable just now in 
the needs of Sovict strategy. Chiang 
Kai-shek believes that Stalin is still 
more concerned with military secur- 
ity than political evangelism, Near- 
ly three years of war have dissipat- 
ed Japan's strength, so that she no 
longer represents, alone, o  serlous 
menace to Russin. Control of Outer 
Mongolian and o predéminant in- 
fluence in Sinklang provide ade- 
quate flank protection for the pre~ 
sent. Probnbly,; Moscow desires to 
avoid giving pretexts to strengthen 
defeatist and compromise elements in 
Chungking, believing that any peace 
arranged by the powers now can only 
be antl-Soviet in nature. 

Japan, at enormous cost, has creat- 
ed a new disorder in East Asia that 
beggurs our former concepts of chaos, 
Stalin, by patience and sugacity, per- 
haps dreams of eventually consolidat- 
ing something in West China, and 
possibly embracing Manchurla and 
Mongolia — of far more strategic 
value, It Is not impossible, of 
course, that under certain conditions 
there mony nctunlly cecur the very 
moves which Dome! has already an- 
nounced os renl events, but the mo- 
ment chosen will most Likely be un- 
favourable to Japanese militarism, 
Meanwhile, and until then, the Chin- 
ese Natlonalists and Communists will 
probybly continue lo find methods of 
compromising their own internal duel 
—which sharply persists—by subli- 
mating it in thelr long struggle 
against Japan, 

CHINA’S CHANCES 

‘Though important, and now vital, 
Russinn military supplics are not 
sufllclent to form the basis for the 
Chinese “large-scale counteroffen= 
sive” within the predictable future, 
The bare pre-requisites — provided 
Russia enlarges its alr help—are adc- 
quate reserves of transport and fuel, 
artillery and artillery munitions, a 
good tunk park, plenty of infantry- 
men, and abundant rifle power. China 
might manage without more tanks, 
or even planes, but she cannot move 
in a big way with her present scanty 
artillery and transport.” 


Without adequate artillery, Japan |' 


cannot be dislodged from  China’s 
railways and key cities. Guerrilla 
leaders may hold much of the hin- 
terland of Japan's conquest for years, 
but they admit that they. cannot take 
an offensive into Japanese garrison 
zones Without steady gun support and 
the co-ordinated assistance of regular 
troops, vperating from strong bases, 
Other things remaining cqual, the 
Chinese army cannot rise above 


limnltuticns imposed by its narrow- 


war bases, and it fs cteur that Japan 
cannot ‘be defeated or the grand 
scale by Chinese military operations 
alone. 

Yet Japan’s final victory is still re- 
mote, und the conviction deepens 
among many sober people that In

I laughed at that untll’ some 
Japanese Korean prisoners told me 
how, in an effort to economise, the 
army had: greatly lowered the stand- 
ard of rations.- A minor point, per- 
haps—though the Jopanese army has 
always prided Itself that it feeds its 
men better thon they eat at home. 
It Is, anyway, one of the thirigs which 
make it ensler nowadays for Chinese 
to take Japanese prisoners—many of 
whom have now been “converted,” 
and go about the countryside hold- 
ing the yokels spellbound with an- 
ti-Emperor speeches or anti-militar- 
ist open-air. dramas. .

Unensiness pervades Tokyo, and 
one senses u decp yearning for some- 
thing concluslve in all Japanese these 
days, It is reflected in Japan's 
quick-changing cabinets, thelr fran 
tle efforts to dispose of tho China 
Incident, and the truly quixotle an— 
lick of foreign policy. Having been 
told they won the war two years 
ago, the Japanese people cannot un 
derstand why it ix conting them far 
more now than then, It fs the neces- 
sity for showing something con- 
clusive” which explains the attempt 
to set up a rag-doll government at 
Nanking, under the snwdust saviour, 
Wang Ching-wel. , 

China's best ally remains Japan's 
own political Incptitude, which 
fQmounts to positive genius. Inter- 
natfonally, Japan hus not no relinble 
frlend left, for she has succeeded in 
antagonising and thoroughly alarm- 
ing all the great powers of the Pact~ 
fic. At least two of those powers 
could have been won over, by adrolt 
diplomacy, to acquiescence in, or 
even support of, the New Order, 
Quite unnecessarily, too, Japan has 
éxhausted America's extraordinary 
paticnce. Yet even to-day her woo- 
den-headed milltarists cannot under- 
stand the gravity of the danger, nor 
what-a real break with America 
must mean for all their hopes, 

By the same political obtuseness 
Japan has estranged every class and 
every region in China which held the 
potential internal allies necessary ‘to
